OHN W. MURRAY was born and educated in Lawrence, Massachusetts. His father was a member 

of a family which had been prominent in the textile engraving trade in Lancashire, England, for 
more than a hundred years.

Manufacturers Institute which was founded in 1949 following the liquidation of the Cotton Textile

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Need for Revisions 
In the Classifications of the Tariff Act 


By COL. SIDNEY MORGAN 


HE author is well known in trade circles as the Secre- 

tary for twenty years of the United States Tariff Com- 
mission. They gave him “time out” during World War II to 
be Assistant Chief of Staff G-2 of the 29th Division, from 
which he was later transferred to the War Department and 
sent overseas to become Military Attache to the Allied 
Governments in Exile. In addition to being the author of 
the popular manual “Army Officers Notebook,” he has writ- 
ten and spoken on tariff matters and military subjects 
before the Foreign Service School of the Department of 
State, the committees of Congress and general audiences. 

Col. Morgan left the Tariff Commission in 1950, and is 
now a member of Albert Stowe and Associates, Inc., busi- 
ness consultants in Washington. He keeps in close contact 
with his old associates, Edwin G. Martin, former general 
counsel of the Tariff Commission, and Eben M. Whitcomb, 
the former director of investigations, who are now associated in private practice. These 
three form a group of unique experience and competence in the foreign trade and tariff 
field, although their long government experience is valuable in many other represen- 
tative activities. 

The Custom House Guide and the American Import & Export Bulletin were long 
the recipients of close official cooperation through Secretary Morgan’s able staff at the 
Tariff Commission. We take pleasure in presenting his thoughtful article on Customs 
Classifications, and in informing “the trading community” of his new activities. Any 
suggestiens or recommendations for classification improvements that can be made would 
receive appropriate attention in this publication. (Editor.) 


HE present classifications in the Tariff 

Act are an heirloom from 150 years of 
tariff making, last modernized at the cost 
of much compromise in the passage of the 
Tariff Act of 1930. Much old-fashioned 
material is still preserved in the form and 
language of the present tariff classifica- 
tions, now grouped into 15 Schedules 
(agriculture, chemicals, ceramics, metals, 
etc.) and the “Free” list. 

The method of tariff-making, generally 
speaking, has been to specify by name or 
detailed description, or by price-tag, those 
products to which rates and classifications 
definitely apply; and, to cover all the 
others in each schedule by a catch-all or 
“basket-clause” into which every miscel- 
laneous and unnamed product would fall. 
Some schedules, like those for Textiles 
with their minute thread-counts, and cer- 
tain Chemical schedules were extremely 
detailed, others much more general. 

Whatever may have been their faults, 
the schedules in the Tariff Act of 1930 
represented a distinct advance over past 
Tariff Acts. This was a natural result of 


normal progress but it was more parti- 
cularly the effect of much careful study by 
government specialists, including the Tariff 
Commission. 

More than 20 years have passed since 
that revision. No more than a _ passing 
glance is necessary at the great techno- 
logical improvements, and the great eco- 
nomic changes that have characterized 
this period to comprehend that the growth 
of new products has been phenomenal. 
The trends away from old products and 
methods to new have been extreme. It 
would be difficult to name a commodity 
field in which tremendous changes have 
not occurred. Added to these fruits of 
development, resourcefulness, science, and 
invention, other factors have been working 
upon the Tariff Act. Among these, the 
provisions for adjustments in the rates of 
duty under the flexible tariff act, and more 
comprehensively, the operations of the 
trade agreements act are outstanding, al- 
though court decisions, customs rulings, 
and administrative procedures are large

NEED FOR REVISIONS, ETC.—Cont’d 
contributors to changes also. By whatever 
means, under the law, the necessity for 
effecting changes has brought with it an 
equal necessity to clarify and specify, or 
to single out precisely and isolate from 
all the rest, certain types or categories or 
varieties for the new type of tariff treat- 
ment while the remainder continue with- 
out change. Thus for a variety of reasons 
the original plan of classification has been 
altered here, there, and elsewhere to serve 
purposes having nothing to do with logical 
classification and often at cross purposes 
with it. 

In that same 20-year period our tariff 
philosophy has undergone a_ profound 
change. The protective features and the 
collection of maximum revenues, a part of 
our traditional tariff philosophy, have 
given way with the birth, during the de- 
pression, of the trade agreements pro- 
gram, to different usage. By means of 
mutual concessions in tariff duties the 
United States sought to reverse the down- 
ward spiral of world trade and remove 
all possible barriers so that international 
trade would again move freely. This policy, 
interrupted by the war, had a great spurt 
after the war in the General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade, originally negotiated 
at Geneva in 1947 and later expanded at 
Annecy (1949) and Torquay (1950-51). 
Today it constitutes a signifilant phase of 
our international policy as evidenced by 
proposals for the lifting of trade barriers, 
the opening up of customs procedures to 
readier exchange of goods, and powerful 
efforts to develop a greater intake of im- 
ports into the United States as steps to 
meet the critical imbalance of interna- 
tional payments. 

Thus, in retrospect, we have this old- 
fashioned body of tariff classifications as 
set forth in the Tariff Act of 1930 sub- 
jected to the changes of science, invention, 
economic shifts, personal preference, style, 
war-stimulated production, the interaction 
of tariff laws and trade agreements, and a 
whole change in the politics and philoso- 
phy surrounding tariff management. 

Now the structure of the classification 
schedules, their inadequacy or over-elabo- 
ration, their fitness for the commercial, 
scientific and technical needs of the times, 
and their sound reorganization in the light 
of present foreign policy and political phil- 
osophy afford a very wide and deep field 
of study for tariff experts. The benefits 
from such studies would be numerous. 
They would afford a sound and reasonable 
basis for new legislation where needed. 
They could lead to improvement in the 
revenues, to simplification of procedures 
and to significant reductions in costs con- 
nected with the administration of the cus- 
toms laws and the litigation growing out 
of them.

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Proslems Or AMERICA’S TEXTILE INDUSTRY 
By JOHN W. MURRAY

RGANIZED IN 1930 in an effort to 
salvage at least something out of the 
collapse in world trade, the Textile Export 
Association of the United States can look 
back with much pride over the record of 
its accomplishments in the last two dec- 


ssociation was beset with innumerable 
problems, most of them arising out of the 
worldwide depression. Some of these prob- 
lems have been solved, others have evap- 
orated but a few of them seem to be 
reappearing and are already causing con- 
cern. 

High up on the list of difficulties which 
confront textile exporters is the revival 
of competition for business in all parts of 
the globe. In most countries outside the 
Soviet bloc of nations shortages of tex- 
tiles have been corrected and many mar- 
kets are glutted with goods. As a result, 
mills in the United States and Western 
Europe as well have found it increasingly 
Cifficult to obtain foreign orders, and the 
scramble for them has been complicated 
by the rapid expansion of productive fa- 
cilities in Japan and the growth of so- 
called home industries in a number of 
countries which formerly imported the 
bulk of their textile requirements. 


Meantime, world production of textiles 
has increased but the amount of goods 
flowing into international trade has been 
sharply reduced. Back in the years 1909- 
1913, when world output of cotton textiles 
amounted to 27% billion yards a year, 
exports averaged about 9% billion yards 
annually. Last year world output of cot- 
ton goods amounted to 40% billion yards 
but exports totaled only 5% billion yards. 


Competing for their share of this much 
smaller pie are Japan, India, United King- 


@:: At the time of its founding, the 


Western Germany and Italy, to mention 
nly the leading exporting nations. Prin- 
cipal exporters in 1951 were Japan with 
1,050,000,000 square yards; United King- 
dom, 860 million; India, 840 million and 
United States 760 million. Back in 1947 
the United States exported a billion and 
a half yards. Members of the Textile Ex- 
port Association account for about 80% 
of cotton goods exports and about 70% 
of the rayon shipments. 

At its first meeting the association 
elected as its president Floyd W. Jeffer- 
son of Iselin-Jefferson Company. Charter 
members included such firms as Amory, 


>: United States, France, Belgium, 


Browne & Company, William L. Barrell 
Company of New York, Inc.; Bear Mills 
Mfg. Company; Bliss, Fabyan & Company,

In his inaugural talk Mr. Jefferson 
pointed out that the Association was 
formed for the purpose of “radiating to 
our customer nations the genuine friend- 
ship which is felt for them by manufac- 
turers and merchants of the United 
States.” He added that the association 
hoped to be instrumental in increasing 
exports of American textiles, “thereby 
aiding in relieving the menace of our pro- 
duction to which has been attributed many 
of the ills from which the textile industry 
has recently suffered.” 

The association was instrumental in 
halting the inroads of Japanese competi- 
tion in most of the Central American and 
Caribbean markets and for a period of 
years fought hard to maintain the Amer- 
ican share of the Philippine markets. 

Mr. Jefferson was succeeded by A. G. 
Kempf, then with Neuss, Heslein Com- 
pany, now with Pilot International Corpo- 
ration. Mr. Kempf was followed in turn 
by the late Walter S. Brewster of Pacific 
Mills; Frank S$. Bruyn of Turner Halsey 
Export Corporation; Frank H. Hillery, 
Wellington, Sears Company; William C. 
Planz, Neuss, Hesslein Company; N. S. W. 
Vanderhoef, Turner Halsey Export Cor- 
poration; John H. Judge, G. A. Stafford 
& Company; Harold N. Pratt, Southeast- 
ern Cottons, Inc. The Association now 
numbers close to 90 exporters. 

In 1939, with most of the world arming 
for war, exports started to rise. By 1941, 
when Lancashire had ceased to solicit 
orders and Japan was virtually out of the 
running, the United States exported 60% 
more goods than in 1939. There was some- 
what of a decline in 1942 because of the 
diversion of large quantities of goods to 
military needs. This downturn was short 
lived. There was a sharp upturn in 1943 
which continued until 1947. It was in 
these years that the American industry 
became the world’s leading exporter of 
textiles.

so-called priority ratings established for 
exports would not work and that actual 
set-asides were needed. WPB took steps 
to make available the quantities of tex- 
tiles required for export and to spread 
the burden equitably. In 1944 allocations 
of cotton goods were equivalent to about 
74%2% of the industry’s output. In 1945 
and 1946 foreign demand continued to 
increase. Early in 1947 restrictions were 
removed, and it was then that shipments 
moved up to establish an all-time record 
of a billion and a half yards. 

Exports in 1950 slumped to 554 million 
yards but recovered to some extent in 
1951, amounting to about 750,000,000 
yards. The outlook for the coming year 
is cloudy. Japan has again become a 
strong competitor. India in recent years 
has entered the export field. Britain has 
been unable to push up production to pre- 
war levels. Western European mills, how- 
ever, are turning out more goods than 
they did in the thirties. Meanwhile, the 
growth of home industries all over the 
world has been reducing international 
trade in textiles. 

In meeting this new and intense com- 
petition, the American industry finds that 
its chief weapons consist in the standard- 
ized quality of American textiles and the 
bewildering variety of styles which it 
develops. All over the world, buyers are 
turning to better quality goods, to vat 
dyes, wider widths and full shrunk cloths 
and are no longer able to merchandise 
quite as successfully the type of goods 
that bulked large in export trade in pre- 
war years. Even though the American 
industry, with its extremely high labor 
costs, cannot compete with other indus- 
tries in the matter of price, it expects to 
carve a special niche for itself in world 
textile trade, especially in those markets 
which have developed a strong preference 
for American styles and qualities.

BOAC officials believe this was 
the first time so many elephants were flown 
in one plane. 

Surface Freight Corp. has announced the 
uppointment Juan Gomez as assistant 
tu the export manager, Harry 38. Keegan, 
vice president of the concern, Which is the 
ccean freight subsidiary of Air Express 
international Agency, stated that Gomez’ 
experience in the tield both here and in 
South America, will add greatly to the com- 
pany’s ability to render highly personalized 
service on imports and exports. 


Frontier Airlines boasts the happy total 
of 303,611 ton miles of cargo flown during 
1¥51, or 56.62% better than those flown the 
previous year. Airmail tonnage also rose 
during that year by 72.79%, witn 12.,508 ton 
miles carried. Airfreight carried by this 
company during 1951 came to an increase of 
S6.55% over 1950's total. For Frontier as 
for the entire aviation industry, air cargo 
came of age. 


Two all-cargo carriers, Slick Airways and 
The Flying Viger Line are planning to re- 
quest permission from the Civil Aeronautics 
board to boost their freight rates by an 
average of 10%. Some items, in fact, may 
even be boosted 25%. So far, no decision 
has been reached as to whether the request 
will be put to the Board. 


Pan American World Airways and Trans 
World Airways were both authorized to sus- 
pend transatlantic operations at Philadel- 
phia until 60 days after a decision is reached 
by the CAB on renewed certificates, The 
CAB voted 4 to 1 on favor of suspension.

Railroad Lighterage and Marine Opera- 
tions in New York Harbor, a brief report 
dealing with this vital function has been 
prepared by the Railroad Foreign Freight 
Traffic Association of New York, Ine. Inas- 
Much as marine operations performed by 
failroads play a significant role in the 
freight service of every trunkline carrier at 
New York, the report fills a need for infor- 
mation relative to this topic. The report, 
by no means complete, nevertheless ade- 
quately touches upon just about every 
Phase of the topic, explaining and clarify- 


ing terms and technicalities as it goes 
along, and listing the advantages the Port 
of New York offers to shippers.

W. FE. Murray has been named foreign 
agent of the Great Northern Railway, with 
headquarters in Chicago. He succeeds R. W. 
Traynor, who is now general agent for the 
road in Seattle. 


Warning has gone to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission that low earnings and 
shrinking working capital of the railroads 
are causing institutional investors to look 
askance at rail securities. Delivered by 
A. M. Massie, executive vice president of 
New York Trust Co. to the ICC, the warn- 
ing noted that the only capital available to 
railroads has been a small amount of re- 
tained earnings and a moderate amount of 
proceeds E Expansion projects, Massie 
maintained, have had to be furnished by 
too many railroads drawing on their capi- 
tal funds. This, he added, was “extremely 
dangerous.” 


During the tug boat strike at Hampton 
toads, and despite bad weather, coal dump- 
ings for the first 20 days in January jumped 
far above the dumpings listed for the cor- 
responding period in 1951. In this time, the 
Chesapeake and Ohio Railway dumped 1,- 
187,580 tons over its piers at Newport News, 
the Norfolk and Western Railway dumped 
761,019 at Lamberts Point, and the Vir- 
xinian Railway at Sewalls Point. The C&O, 
incidentally, reported a net income for 
1951 of $38,141,000, or $4.80 a share against 
$4.25 in 1950. December net income, after 
vear end adjustments were made, came to 
$5,120,000, as opposed to $67,000 in Decem- 
ber, 1950. 


Six major midwestern railroads want to 
contest the renewal of operating rights of 
a feeder airline called Mid-West Airlines,

CONTROLS—On behalf 
the National Council 
has repeatedly asked the Office of Price 
Stabilization to remove the discrimination 
against importers and wholesalers now in 
Ceiling Price Regulation, the import price 
regulation which compels importers and 
wholesalers to establish prices on the basis 
of a dollar-and-cents markup. The National 
Council has proposed that importers and 
retailers be put on the same basis as im- 
porting retailers and permitted to use a 
percentage markup in establishing their 
prices. Although this proposal has been 
considered by the O. P. S. officials, it has 
not yet been incorporated in C. P. R. 31. 
The National Council is continuing to press 
for such an amendment to this regulation. 


CUSTOMS SIMPLIFICATION-—The Senate 
Committee on Finance is pected to open 
public hearings on H. R. 5565, the customs 
simplification bill, about the second week 
in March. In cooperation with other or- 
ganizations in the import trade, the Na- 
tional Council of American Importers will 
appear before this Committee to recommend 
certain improvements in the bill, and to 
urge the prompt enactment of such an im- 
proved bill into law. H. R. 5505 was passed 
by the House of Representatives on October 
15, 1951. 

CHANGES IN CUSTOMS CLASSIFICA- 
TION—On January 11, 1952, the Bureau of 
Customs issued the publie notice required 
by section 16.10a(d), Customs Regulations 
of 1943, to announce that it proposes to 
classify impure dicaicium phosphate (pre- 
cipitated bone meal) under the provisions 
of paragraph 5, Tariff Act of 1930, under 
which it would be subject to duty at the 
rate of 12%% ad valore ?@ Under the pres- 
ent established uniform practice, this ar- 
ticle is admitted free of duty under the 
provisions of paragraph 1685. 

In the future, the Bureau will classify 
bar le due, (a product consisting of seeded 
currants immersed in a very light syrup 
solution and processed by cooking toa light 
degree of soluble solids) under the provi- 
sions of paragraph 736 for berries prepared 
or preserved, not specially provided for, 
with duty at 14% ad valorem. At the pres- 
ent time bar le duc is dutiable under par. 
751 as jelly or jam with duty at 10% 
valorem, The new classification will become 
effective 30 days after the date of the pub- 
lication of this decision in a forthcoming 
issue of the weekly “Treasury Decisions”. 

Ring watcheases entered for consumption 
or withdrawn from warehouse for consump- 
tion on and after February 25, 1952, will be 
classified under the provisions of paragraph

1950, whichever is earlier. The duty may

These rules replace and supersede 
the provisions for pearls and cultured and 
imitation pearls in the trade practice rules 
for the Wholesale Jewelry Industry pro- 
mulgated on March 18, 1938. Included in 
the new rules are provisions for the dis- 
closure of the country of origin of the pearIs 
covered. On January 15, 1952, the Commis- 
sion promulgated trade practice rules for 
the upholstery and drapery fabrics’ in- 
dustry. These rules are a revision and ex- 
tension of, and supersede the trade practice 
rules for the upholstery textile industry 
promulgated November 16, 1932. In the new 
rules, Rule 4 provides for the disclosure of 
the country of origin of upholstery and 
drapery fabrics; and Rules 5 and 6 relate 
to the identification and disclosure of their 
fiber or material content.

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THE COLON FREE ZONE 
IN PANAMA 

NFTC has received a report from the 
Manager of the Free Zone of Colon giving 
general information on the operations of 
the Free Zone and an indication of pros- 
pective aclivilies. 

The Free Zone comprises two separate 
sections; the port area and the industrial 
area. The port area, adjacent to the pier 
facilities at Cristobal, is now the object of 
an engineering study by a United States 
firm with the view of further development. 
The industrial section is now being de- 
veloped with the erection of warehousing 
facilities. 

A few United States concerns have al- 
ready leased land or facilities at the Free 
Zone. Activities such as manufacturing, 
processing and finishing are exemtp from 
the payment of taxes, with the exception of 
Social Security taxes. 


BALANCE OF PAYMENTS 
OUTLOOK—1952 


Both commercial exports and imports are 
expected to run slightly less in 1952 than 
in 1951, according to estimates made by the 
NFTC Balance of Payments Group early in 
January.

BRITISH TOKEN IMPORT 
PLAN—1952 

Continuation of the British Token Ims 
port Plan in the United States during 1958 
at three-fourths of the rate authorized ig 
1951 was recently announced by the British 
Leard of ‘trade and tne U. S&S. Department 
of Commerce. 

The only important revision in the Plan 
is a decrease in the annual amount of thé 
covered commodities United States manus 
facturers or their agents are permitted te 
export to the United Kingdom as tokem 
shipments. During 1952 quantities up t@ 
30 per cent in value of the individual firm’ 
average annual shipments of the specitieg 
products during the base year period 193 
thru 1938 will be permitted. The previous 
limit was 40 per cent in 1951 and 20 per 
cent in 1950.

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NEED FOR REVISIONS IN THE CLASSIFICATION OF THE TARIFF ACT 
—Continued from page 152 i 


as examples of the need for fresh study 
and correction in existing tariff classifi- 
cations. 

1. New commodities, now imposing de- 
termination by the Customs Service based 
on “similitude” to an old product, or 
else classification as “miscellaneous,” “all- 
other,” or “not otherwise enumerated” 
(plastics, synthetic textiles, electronics, 
new alloys, new chemicals, etc.), need 
definite modern classifications. 

2. Old trade names (“Rockingham 
ware”) and other descriptive terms out- 
moded by technical advances, should be 
removed and the classifications restated. 

3. Unworkable classifications (“earthen- 
ware made WHOLLY of clay”) such as 
defy laboratory analysis and demand time- 
consuming and expensive other types of 
investigation. should be studied and re- 
vised. 

4. Excessive refinement of classifications 
requiring a great number of tedious oper- 
ations to apply (as the jewel-counting in 
watch movements, measurement of the 
bottom plate, the determination as to 
whether it [they] will run more than 47 
hours at one winding, etc.) should be re- 
Studied and simplified. 

5. Rates based on trivial components 
(braid, bamboo, lace) create difficulties in 
@lassification, analysis, and prompt action. 
A shirt takes one rate of duty. If it has 
an initial embroidered on it, it’s an em- 
Droidery at a far different rate. 

6. Unnecessary special classifications 
(eut and engraved glass; bowls, saucers, 
and cups; shipping containers dutiable at 
rates different from their contents) should 
be merged or otherwise simplified. 

7. Rates that are made dependent on 
the value of other merchandise (sewing 
Machines and separator parts, assessed on 
the value of the complete equipment) 
create difficult problems of investigation 
and decision. 

8. Value brackets on the merchandise 
and value limitations on the rates of duty 
to be applied, even after physical deter- 


minations according to formula have been 
made—involve work out of proportion to 
the duties collected. (Leather footwear; 
Mexican costume jewelry.) 

9. The current applicability of, and ne- 
cessity for, detailed classifications designed 
to give desired effects to the original rates 
of duty under the Tariff Act of 1930, 
should be carefully reviewed and analyzed 
now in view of the substantial changes in 
rates and policy under the Trade Agree- 
ments Act. 

These by no means complete the list 
but they illustrate current classification 
problems and differentiate the particular 
problem of classification from other prob- 
lems of administrative procedure. 

The review of classifications in a difficult 
and complex task. Most of them are now, 
in effect, “frozen” by trade-agreement ob- 
ligations and, if the job is done thoroughly, 
existing agreements would need to be re- 
negotiated. But this is not cause for dis- 
couragement. At least one GATT country 
—Australia—has completely restated its 
tariff classifications after it entered 
GATT, and the other countries readily 
accepted the amendment. 

The principal stumbling-block in the 
way of this reform is our own lethargy. 
Feeling oppressed between the millstones 
of declining staff and increasing responsi- 
bilities, the Tariff Commission is not likely 
to start such a large project on its own 
initiative. 

What the situation needs is a “grass- 
roots” demand from the trading com- 
munity and the domestic producing in- 
terests that are vitally concerned with the 
tariff. If they were to impress on the rep- 
resentatives in Congress the drastic need 
for a thorough review of the tariff classi- 
fication system, the revision that common 
sense and good administration so loudly 
demand might bestow some of its benefits 
on the same generation that saw the 
Tariff Act of 1930 enacted. But they’d 
better get going. It’s already been too 
long between drinks.

TOTAL TRADE 
December Exports $1,436.1 Million, Imports $800.6 Million 

The Bureau of the Census, Department of Commerce, announced today that with De- 
cember exports of domestic and foreign merchandise reaching a high for the year of 
$1,436.1 million, and December general imports amounting to $800.6 million, the totals for 
the year 1951 reached $15,021.5 million for exports and $10,961.6 million for imports. These 
were the highest totals on record for any year for both outgoing and incoming foreign 
trade. The net excess of merchandise exports over imports, which had narrowed to $1.4 
billion in 1950, widened in 1951 to $4.0 billion. The 1951 totals, in billions of dollars, 
recorded at current high prices, compare as follows with totals for the previous nine years:

BRITISH TOKEN IMPORT PLAN 

The British Token Import Plan will be continued in the United States during 1952, 
But at a reduced level, following the British Board of Trade’s announcement of the 
British Government's decision on the Token Plan on January 9. 

Details on the operation of the Token Plan for 1952 are being worked out by the 
British Board of Trade and are expected to be announced within a few weeks. Until] this 
announcement is made, no further information will be available. OIT will notify past 
participants in the Plan as soon as the procedure for 1952 operations is released. Every 
@ffort will then be made to expedite distribution of the forms and processing of applica- 
tions 

The Plan is being continued on a similarly reduced level for imports from Canada in 
2952. but is being discontinued for the other countries which previously participated in 
it, according to the British Board of Trade’s announcement. The British Token Import 
Pian, in operation in the United States on a calendar year basis since 1946, is designed 
to enable manufacturers, or their authorized agents, who had prewar trade connections 
with the United Kingdom to export limited quantities (“token”’ shipments) of specified 
commodities whose importation from dollar sources is generally prohibited by the British 
Government.

MOVES TOWARD SIMPLER INTERNATIONAL CUSTOMS PRACTICES 


Interested export and import firms and organizations are invited to present to the 
Office of International Trade their comments and suggested improvements on two docu- 
ments dealing with customs and documentary practices that were prepared at the Sixth 
Session of the Contracting Parties to the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade 
(“GATT”) last fall, along the lines recommended by the International Chamber of Com- 
merce. The two documents are: (n) an International Convention for the Purpose of Facili- 
tating the Importation of Commercial Samples and Advertising Material, and (b) a series 
of standard practices designed to simplify the official documentary requirements for the 
importation of goods and the incidental consular formalities 

The thirty-odd member governments, including the United States, have agreed to 
present their comments or suggestions for amendments to the GATT Secretariat at Geneva 
by April 1 for consolidation, so that the members may be in a position to give these docu- 
ments more definite formulation at their next Session, planned for June. 

Summaries of the provisions of the Draft Convention and of the proposed simplified 
documentary and consular practices are presented below. Copies of the full texts of these 
documents, to which is attached as background material the report of the Working Party 
P which drafted them, are available for examination at each Field Office of the Department 
of Commerce. Those desiring individual copies for special study may obtain them upon 
request to the Office of International Trade, Department of Commerce, Washington 25, D. C, 

The present drafts are the result of considerable official and commercial discussion of 
the problems over a period of years, and have been prepared in the light of the complaints 
of foreign traders regarding the handicaps in various countries upon the admission of 
samples and advertising material and the unnecessary burdens in connection with the 
documentation on commercial shipments. In developing the attitude which the United 
States representatives at the Seventh Session are to take on the revision of the presemt 
drafts, the Federal agencies working on the matter will be glad to have the benefit of the 
suggestions of practicing foreign traders who have been encountering special difficulties 
these respects. 

In presenting their suggestions, firms and organizations are requested to indicate 
specifically any new provision or amendment they consider desirable, and support that 
with a brief citation of the handicaps being experienced under the existing requirements 
of particular countries which prompt the suggestion. To receive adequate consideration, 
any comments or suggestions should be received at Washington by March 1, in duplicate. 


PROPOSED INTERNATIONAL CONVENTION REGARDING SAMPLES AND 
ADVERTISING MATERIAL 

Fach Contracting Party to the Convention would undertake to exempt from import 
duties samples of goods of all kinds imported into its territory provided such samples afe 
of negligible value and are used only for soliciting orders, Where, however, samples afe 
chargeable with import duty, they shall be given temporary duty-free admission, subje@t 
to such deposit of the amount of the duty payable or security for payment as may 
required. Detailed provisions are embodied regarding the identification of samples, tle 
period allowed for reexportation, and the refund of duties deposited. 

Catalogues, price lists and trade notices are to be exempt from import duties, within 
detined limits and with specified exceptions. Films of a width not exceeding 16 mm., showWe 
ing the nature or operation of products whose qualities cannot be adequately demonstrated 
by samples or catalogues, are to be given similar temporary duty-free admission. 

The contracting parties to the Convention would also undertake not to apply import 
prohibitions or restrictions by means of quotas, import licenses or other measures on the 
importation of samples not involving payment, whether they are exempt or are admitted 
temporarily duty free.

The contracting parties are to grant every possible facility when determining the 
formalities required in respect of matters covered by the Convention. They will also pub- 
lish promptly all relevant reeulations 

Disputes as to interpretation or application of the Convention are to be settled by 
negotiation among the contracting parties concerned. If this fails, certain further pro- 
cedures are laid down. 

PROPOSED SIMPLIFIED STANDARDS FOR IMPORT DOCUMENTATION 
AND CONSULAR FORMALITIES 

The recommendations regarding import documentation and consular formalities, which 
are summarized below, are being proposed for adoption in June not as a formal Convention, 
but rather as a series of standard practices by which governments should, whenever 
possible, be guided in formulating their requirements in these matters. 

Import Documentation—The proposed standards call for a reduction in a number of 
different documents required on import transactions, or for combining existing separate 
documents into a single standard invoice form. The standards suggest that, where statisti- 

cal information is required, the government of the exporting country should get its data 
ean the exporter, and the government of the importing country from the importer 

They also suggest that it should not be obligatory for the exporter or shipper to 
classify his goods according to the customs Tariff of the country of importation. While 
governmental authorities should be free to require their import or export documents to 
be made out in their terms of their own weights and measures, commercial documents 
expressed in weights and measures of the other country involved, or in the terms used 
internationally in the trade concerned, should be accepted in support of official documents. 

Consular Formalities—The draft recommendations formulated suggest the abolition of 
consular invoices and of all consular visas for commercial invoices, certificates of origin, 
manifests, etc. It is recognized that certain governments may find it impossible to dispense 
with these documents and visas, for reasons genuinely connected with their customs regu- 
lations. For such cases, a series of rules, designed to minimize costs and hardships to 
traders, are put forward for observance by the consular authorities in the countries of 
exportation.

Synopsis of Recent Decisions

CLASSIFICATION DECISIONS 


LECTRON MICROSCOPE—SCIENTIFIC 
INSTRUMENTS — ARTICLES HAVING 
AS AN ESSENTIAL FEATURE AN ELEC- 
TRIC ELEMENT OR DEVICE—The _ im- 
ported article consisted of a knocked-down 
electron microscope, and was assessed for 
duty at 45% ad valorem as a microscope 
under the provisions of Paragraph 228(b), 
of the Tariff Act of 1930. The importer pro- 
tested this assessment, claiming that the 
article was dutiable at 15% under Para- 
graph 353 of the Act, as modified by the 
General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, 
T.D. 51802, or in the alternative as a photo- 
graphic instrument. The Government made 
the claim that if the electron microscope is 
not dutiable as a microscope, then it is 
dutiable as a laboratory instrument or ap- 
paratus under paragraph 360 of the Act. 
The competing provisions are: 
Paragraph 228(b)—“. . . microscopes, all op- 
tical instruments .. .” 


Paragraph 353 (first provision)—*“All arti- 
cles suitable for producing, rectifying, 
modifying, controlling, or distributing 


electrical energy”; 

Paragraph 353 (third provision)—‘<Articles 
having as an essential feature an electri- 
cal element or device, such as electric 
motors, fans, locomotives, portable tools, 
furnaces...” 

Paragraph 1551 — “Photographic cameras 

” 


Paragraph 360—*"Scientific and laboratory 
instruments, apparatus, utensils, appli- 
The imported article is bought and sold 

in the trade under the designation of “elec- 

tron microscope.” It does not resemble in 
appearance the common microscope. It is 
contained in a large white metal cabinet, 
like a washing machine. On the top of the 
instrument is a large glass covered open- 
ing, which is a fluorescent viewing screen. 

Within the cabinet is an electron gun which 

provides a source of electrons by means of 

a hot filament which is heated to incandes- 

cence by electrical energy. The electrons 

emitted from the glowing filament are 


given direction 
and speed by 
means of a high- 
voltage field. This 
high-voltage field is produced by means of 
a high potential applied between the elec- 
tron gun and a plate. The electrons flow 
from the hot filament in a stream, propelled 
by the high voltage supplied by a_high- 
voltage generator, The specimen to be @x- 
amined is located in the path of the elee- 
tron beam in a holder. The object being 
examined is not seen or viewed by e 
observer, who sees the effect of the elee- 
tronic beam as modified by passing a 
the specimen. The observer may view the 
beam on the viewing screen, or, a per- 
manent record of the image may be made 
by use of a film or plate holder in whieh 
can be inserted a sensitized film or plate. 
There are no glass lenses used in the im- 
strument. 

The Court found, from the Summary of 
Tariff Information and from technical pub- 
lications, as well as testimony of a witness, 
that a microscope is an optical instrument, 
and that glass lenses and prisms are pri- 
mary constituents of optical instruments. 
It found also that in using a microscope, 
the viewer sees the specimen itself, whereas 
in the use of the electron microscope the 
viewer sees “an area of light, dark and 
gradations of light which would be repré- 
sentative of the pigment particle or par- 
ticles. It gives you a shadow pictufe 
. . . Which represents the specimen.” The 
Court therefore concluded that the electron 
microscope is not a microscope within the 
purview of paragraph 228(b), holding that 
there is no lens in the imported instra- 
ment, and that the specimen is not seen. 

Neither is the imported article a camera, 
the Court ruled, stating that “while a plate 
or film holder is at times used to make &@ 
permanent record of the effect of the ele@- 
tronic beam, it is a film holder and not A&A 
camera.” 

Neither, said the Court, is the article B 
scientific or laboratory instrument, explain-

ing that in order to be dutiable as such, 
under Paragraph 360, it must be used in 
pure, as opposed to applied, science. The 
electron microscope is used to examine 
minute organic and inorganic materials, 
chiefly in laboratories in industry, chem- 
istry, metallurgy, biology and similar fields, 
and is used in industrial, hospital, univer- 
sity and police laboratories. The use of the 
instrument is therefore not exclusively or 
chiefly in the field of pure science. 

The Court found that the electron micro- 
scope Is dutiable under the first provision 
of Paragraph 353, holding that while the 


apparatus does not produce electrical en- 
ergy it does in fact modify, rectify, distri- 
bute and control electrical energy, and that 
it would not function to produce its result 
without such control of electrical energy. 
The article has as an essential feature 
electrical elements or devices including 
transformers, a high-voltage generator, 
vacuum pump motor, heaters, and mercury 
jet pumps. The Court therefore sustained 
the importer’s protest. (R. J. Saunders & 
Co., Inc., v. United States, Prot. 162029-K, 
decided January 17, 1952. Opinion by C. J 
Oliver.) 


APPRAISEMENT DECISION 


WATCH CASES AND MOVEMENTS— 
CASING CHARGES—The imported mer- 
chandise consisted of complete watches im- 
ported from Switzerland. The values of the 
watch movements and the watch cases were 
separately shown and computed on the in- 
voice, on which also appeared a charge for 
1 Swiss france entitled “casing-up expenses” 
for each of the complete watches. In re- 
porting the value of the merchandise, the 
appraiser included one-half of the casing- 
up charge in the value of the watch cases, 
and the other half in the value of the 
movements. The importer filed an appeal 
for reappraisement from this finding 

Roth watch movements and watch cases 
@re dutiable under Paragraph 367 of the 
Tariff Act of 1930, but the movements are 
Bubject to a specific rate of duty, while the 
Watch cases are separately dutiable at both 
Bpecific and ad valorem rates. 

This case came on on an application by 
the importer for review 

The lower court stated that “The casing 
@harce ... is composed of the labor cost 
@f combining the watch movements and 
the watch cases in order to make completed 
Watches. this work is done by trained 
Workers and it is logical to assume that all 
Steps performed in assembling the watch 
Movements and the watch cases form a part 
@ said casing charge. The watch cases are 
delivered to the movement manufacturer in 
@ completed form and preparatory to in- 
gertion of the movements it is necessary 
that the cases be taken apart. The process 
of assembly entails the combining of the 
Various parts of the cases with the move- 
Ments, and, where necessary, clipping the 
stems to the proper leneth and attaching 
One end to the movements; then nipping 
the opposite ends of the stems and affixing 
the crowns to them. As a final step, the 
CAses are closed, which... entails snapping 


the back of the case in place, . .. (or) 
attaching the bezel, ... (or) tightening the 
back of the cases with a special key as a 
waterproofing measure. Truly it can be said 
that a watch assembler in the performance 
of his duties devotes considerable effort 
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and time to the watch cases as well as to 
the watch movements.” 

On review, the Court found that “the 
work performed in combining the watch 
cases with the watch movements necessi- 
tated that time and labor be expended upon 
the cases as well as the movements.” The 
Court stated that the language of the tariff 
act refers to watch cases as well as the 
watch movements as principal articles of 
importation. The movéments are ready for 
market without being cased and the cases 
are ready for market without having move- 
ments inserted therein. However, the facts 
showed that the watch cases are not sold 
to the importer at the freely offered price 
for watch cases. The manufacturer of the 
movements purchased them at such freely 
offered prices, and he was required by the 
Swiss Federation of Associations of Watch 
Manufacturers to add a minimum profit of 
20 to 25%. 

The Court concluded that the “casing-up 
expenses” were properly allocated by the 
appraiser. The Court pointed out that on 
resale of the watch by the movement manu- 
facturer, a profit was added upon the watch 
cases as well as upon the movements and 
other parts. “The complete watches sold by 
the movement manufacturer to the importer 
are the articles of commerce with which this 
reappraisement side of the court is dealing. 
The movement manufacturer included cas- 
ing-up expenses as part of the value of 
the complete watches which were sold to 
the importer. In the opinion of the court, 
it is immaterial whether the work per- 
formed in casing the movements was en- 
tirely in connection with the movements or 
not. Nor is it material whether ... Con- 
gress .. . has separately classified watch 
cases and watch movements. As far as the 
values of the watches are concerned, the 
charge in question was affixed by the move- 
ment manufacturer to the articies sold,” 
and the importer has “failed to establish 
that the appraiser erred in his allocation of 
such charge.” (S. H. Pomerance Co., Inc., 
for acet. of Norman M. Morris Watch Corp 
v. United States. Reapp. 155564-A, decided 
January 9. 1952. Opinion by J. Johnson.)

In accordance with the amendments to the Joint Air Commerce Regulations made by 
the Attorney General, the Acting Commissioner of Customs, the Acting Secretary of the 
Treasury, the Surgeon General of the United States Public Health Service, and the Acting 
Federal Security Administrator under date of Novembr 6, 1951, published in the Federal 
Register of November 17, 1951 (16 F. R. 11672), sections 6.4 (e), 6.5 (Cb), 6.6 (bh) (2), 6.9 
(e), and 6.9 ¢e) (4), Customs Regulations of 1943, as amended, are hereby further amended 
as follows 

Section 6.4 (¢), as amended, is further amended by inserting “destined to or 
through Puerto Ri-o or residue cargo” after the word “merchandise” where it appears 
after the reference to section 6.9 (b), (e). [T.D. 52902.) 

Section 6.5 (b) is amended by deleting “or” at the end of subparagraph (2) 
and substituting a period therefor, and by deleting subparagraph (3). [T.D. 52902.) 

Section 6.6 (b) (2), as amended, is hereby further amended by deleting the 
period and adding “destined to or through Puerto Rico or residue cargo.” [T.D. 52902.) 

Section 6.9, as amended, is hereby further amended as follows: 

The second sentence of paragraph (e) is amended to read as follows ” 
Two extra copies of the general declaration and two copies of the air cargo manifest 
shall be prepared if the aircraft is carrying mer*handise between the mainland and 
Puerto Rico other than as residue cargo. (For residue cargo see section 6.10a.) [T.D.

Paragraph (e) (4) is amended to read as follows: ; :

PETROLEUM AND PETROLEUM PRODUCTS—TARIFF-RATE QUOTA 

The President's Proclamation No. 2959 of January 5, 1952, allocates the 1952 tariff-rate 
quota on certain petroleum products. 

On the basis of a preliminary estimate of the Director of the Bureau of Mines, United 
States Department of the Interior, of the quantity of crude petroleum processed by reé- 
fineries in the continental United States during the calendar year 1951, it is estimated that 
the quantity of crude petroleum, topped crude petroleum, and fuel oil derived from petra 
leum, including fuel oil known as gas oil, the product of the countries listed below, which 
will be entitled to be entered, or withdrawn from warehouse, for consumption at the 
reduced rate of duty during the calendar year 1952 will be approximately as follows:

Kingdom of the Netherlands (including its over-seas terri- 
tories) : 932,304,258 gallons 
Other foreign countries . 1,091,843,071 gallons

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—OVERTIME SERVICE 


The purpose of the following amendment is to eliminate possible excessive and dis- 
criminatory payments to customs employees and collections from parties in interest of 
extra compensation for overtime services under section 5 of the Act of February 13, 1911, 
as amended, and section 451 of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended (19 U. 8S. C. 261, 267, 
1451). The regulations provide that, if an overtime assignment is after the expiration of 
the first 4 hours and before the beginning of the last 2 hours of a night, there shall be 
allowed 4 hours’ compensable time in addition to the period between the time the em- 
ployee is assigned and reports for duty and the conclusion of the services. The word 
“night” is defined as not including any time within the 24 hours of a Sunday or holiday, 
and it is provided that the night hours at the end of a regular workday immediately pre- 
ceding a Sunday or holiday and the night hours at the beginning of the next regular 
workday shall be considered as parts of a single night. Thus, payment is now required 
to be made and reimbursement collected for 4 hours of additional compensable time in 
cennection with night over-time services of relatively short duration on assignments im- 
mediately preceding or following periods of service on a Sunday or holiday for which 
extra compensation is payable at the rates prescribed for Sunday or holiday services 

For the purpose of correcting this situation, section 24.16 (g), Customs Regulations 
of 1943 (19 CFR 24.16 (g@)), is hereby amended by inserting after the second sentence the 
following: 

However, if an employee performs Sunday or holiday services which are in con- 
tinuation of an assignment to overtime services begun during the last 2 night hours 
at the end of the regular workday preceding such Sunday or holiday, the compensable 
time for the overtime services preceding the Sunday or holiday shall be 2 hours; or 
if an employee performs overtime services during the night hours at the beginning 
of the next regular workday following a Sunday or holiday which overtime services 
are in continuation of an assignment begun on the Sunday or holiday immediately 
preceding such regular workday, the compensable time for the overtime services fol- 
lowing such Sunday or holiday shall be the period between midnight of such Sunday 


or holiday and the conclusion of the overtime services. [T.D. 52903.] 

Notice of the proposed issuance of the foregoing amendment of the customs regula- 
tions was published in the Federal Register on October 24, 1951 (16 F. R. 10823). pur- 
guant to section 4 of the Administrative Procedure Act (5 U. S. C. 1003). After considera- 
tion of all relevant data, views or arguments submitted in writing by interested persons, 
the amendment set forth above has been adopted and shall become effective 30 days after 
the date of publication in the Federal Register. 


CUSTOMS PROCEDURES WITH RESPECT TO MERCHANDISE 
OF “eT OR KOREAN ORIGIN 


Reference is made to the C . of September 17, 1951 (No. 2756), August 13, 1951, March 
@ 1951, and January 15, 195 ine 2771), all of which deal with customs procedures with 
Fespect to merchandise of ¢ | Pe or North Korean origin as those procedures are affected 
by the Foreign Assets Control Regulations and particularly section 500.808 thereof. There 
fs quoted below, for your information and guidance, certain rulings by the Acting Director, 
Poreien Assets Control, with respect to this subject matter: 

1. Tibetan goods to be considered Chinese—The term “China” where it appears in sec- 
tion 500.808 shall henceforth be deemed to include Tibet. Accordingly, merchandise whose 
Gountry of origin is Tibet shall henceforth be treated for the purposes of this section as 
merchandise of Chinese origin. 

2. Chinese and North Korean postage stamps——Postacze and other stamps issued by) 
China (except Formosa) and North Korea are considered merchandise of Chinese or North 
Korean origin for the purposes of section 500.808 and are, accordingly, subject to the pro- 
Visions of that section. It is not the intention of this ruling, however, to require that action 
be taken under section 500.808 in circumstances where the presence of a Chinese or North 
Korean stamp is merely incidental. Thus, no special action should be taken with regard 
to an ordinary letter by reason of the presence of a Chinese or North Korean stamp on the 
envelope. Similarly, no special action is required by this section with regard to invoices or 
Other commercial documents which may bear Chinese or North Korean revenue or other 
stamps. The basic purpose of this provision is to prevent Communist China and North 
Korea from obtaining foreign exchange by being able to dispose of their stamps in the 
United States philatelic market. (C/L 2772)

Acting under the authority of section 318, Tariff Act of 1930, the President, on Ucto- 
ber 12, 1951, issued Proclamation No. 2945 authorizing the Secretary of the Treasury, under 
certain conditions, and until the termination of the national emergency proclaimed on 
December 16, 1950, or until it shall be determined by the President and declared by his 
proclamation that such action is no longer necessary, whichever is earlier, (1) to extend 
the l-year period prescribed in section 491, Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, and the 3-year 
period prescribed in sections 557 and 559, Tariff Act of 1950, as amended, for not more 
than 1 vear each in cases in which such period has already expired or shall hereafter 
expire during the continuance of the said national emergency, and (2) to extend further 
such l-year and 3-year periods for additional periods of not more than 1 year each from 
and after the expiration of the immediately preceding extension in any case in which 
such extension shall expire during the continuance of the said national emergency. The 
proclamation contains the proviso, among others, that the extensions of 1 year authorized 
by the proclamation shall not apply to any case in which the period sought to be extended 
expired prior to December 16, 1950, or in which the merc handise in question has been 
sold by the Government as abandoned. The proclamation supersedes Proclamation No. 
2599 of November 4, 1943, as amended by Proclamation No. 2712 of December 3, 1946, 
providing for similar extensions. Proclamation No. 2948 was published in the Federal 
tegister, issue of October 17, 1951 (16 F. R. 10589). 

In view of the issuance of Proclamation No. 2948, Part _56 of Title 19, Chapter I, of 
the Code of Federal Regulations (T.D. 50967, as amended by T.D.’s 51031, 51426, and 51620), 
is further amended. [(T.D. 52896.)

Said national emergency; and 

(3) To extend further the one-year period prescribed in section 591, supra, as amended, and the 
three-year period prescribed in sections 557 and 559, supra, as ame nded, for additional periods of 
mot more than one year each from and after the expiration of the immediately preceding extension 
fm any case in which such extension shall expire during the continuance of the said national 
emergency: 

Provided, however, that in each and every case under numbered paragraphs (1), (2), and 
(8) above in which the merchandise is charged against an entry bond the Secretary of the 
Treasury shall require that the principal on such bond, in order to obtain the benefit of any 
extension which may be granted under the authority of this proclamation, shall furnish to the 
collector of customs at the port where the bond is on file either the agreement of the sureties 
om the bond to remain bound under the terms and conditions of the bond to the same extent as 
if no extension had been granted, or an additional bond with acceptable sureties to cover the 
period of extension; and that, in eac h and every case in which the merchandise remains charge d 
against a carrier’s bond the Secretary of the Treasury shall require that the principal on such 
bond shall agree to the extension and shall furnish to the collector of customs at the port where 
the charge was made the agreement of the sureties on the bond to remain bound under the 
terms and conditions of the bond to the same extent as if no extension had been granted; and 

Provided further, that as a condition to the granting of any extension or further extension 
of the periods prescribed in sections 491, 557, and 559 of the Tariff Act of 1930, supra, as amended, 
umder numbered paragraphs (1), (2), or (3) above the Secretary of the Treasury may require that 
there shall be furnished to the collector of customs in the district in which the warehouse is located, 
im connection with the application for such extension, the consent of the warehouse proprietor 
to such extension or, in the alternative, proof of payment of all charges or amounts due or owing 
to such warehouse proprietor for the storage or handling of the imported merchandise; and 

“Provided further, that the extensions of one year authorized by this proclamation shall not

apply to any case in which the period sought to be extended expired prior to December 16, 1950, 
or in which the merchandise in question has been sold by the Government as abandoned. 

“This proclamation supersedes Proclamation No. 2599 of November 4, 1943, as amended by 
Proclamation No. 2712 of December 3, 1946, but it shall not be construed (1) as invalidating any 
auction heretofore taken under the provisions of the said Proclamation No. 2599 or under the 
provisions of that proclamation as amended by the said Proclamation No. 2712, or (2) as 
imposing the conditions set forth in the second proviso above upon the granting of extensions 
for which applications are pending on the date of this proclamation.”

The use of paper customs inspection stamps on packages of domestic cigars, cheroots, 
cigarettes, playing cards, medicinal preparations, and perfumery, which are subject to a 
duty equal to an internal-revenue tax when returned to the United States after having 
been exported, will no longer be required. In lieu of such paper stamps, marking by rub- 
ber stamps with the legend described in the following amendments shall be used. : 

The instructions contained in T.1D, 22515 to the effect that customs stamps for im- 
ported cigarettes, modified so as to show the character of the goods and the fact of reim- 
portation, shall be used on the above-described reimported playing cards, medicinal prepa- 
rations, and perfumery, are hereby rescinded.

IMPORTATION OF FRENCH BRANDIES (OTHER THAN 
COGNAC AND ARMAGNAC) 

There is quoted below for your information and guidance a communication from the 
Deputy Commissoviner, Bureau of Internal Revenue, dated February 5, 1952, which is self- 
explanatory. You shall comply with the request of the Deputy Commissioner of the Bureau 
of Internal Revenue in the matter. 

Supplement No. 2 to C/L. No, 2731, dated June 29, 1951, is hereby revoked. [C/L. 2731, 
Supp. No. 3.] 

“Reference is made to Bureau of Customs Circular Letter No. 2731, Supplement No. 2, 
dated June 29, 1951 (issued pursuant to our letter to you, dated June 20, 1951), to Collectors of 
Customs and Others Concerned, on the subject of the importation of French brandies (other than 
Cognac and Armagnac). 

~ “In accordance with instructions contained in this circular, Collectors of Customs have been 
withholding the release of French brandies (other than Cognac and Armagnac) in all instances 
where such brandies were covered by certificates attesting to ages of more than 5 years, and 
entered into Customs custody on or after July 1, 1951. 

“All such French brandies (those of more than 5 years of age) as were entered into Customs 
Custody not later than June $0, 1951, have been considered eligible for release, and in numerous 
dnstances have been released, since they were covered by certificates attesting to the ages claimd 
Jor such brandies. Most of the brandies in this latter category are those which were cove red by 
Beemingly valid certificates attesting to ages of 20 years, and the implications are that rather 
Substantial quantities thereof remain in Customs bond for eventual entry into the commerce of 
the United States 

“Representatives of the French Government in Washington, both orally and in writing, 
have repudiated the validity of such 20-year age certificates by showing there was no authority 
tuder French law for the issuance of such 20-year certificates or, for that matter, any certificate 
attesting to more than 5 years of age for brandy (other than Cognac and Armagnac); that 
Buch 20-year certificates were fraudulent and would have been confiscated by the French Govern- 
ment had the shipments not left France prior to the discovery thereof; and that a substantial 
number of similarly issued certificates were discovered in France and destroyed before exporta- 
tien could be effected. 

“In view of the repudiation by the French Government of all age certificates for brandy 
other than Cognac or Armagnac) attesting to ages of more than 5 years, it is our view that 
he continued release from Customs custody of any such bulk or bottled bandy imported on or 
before June 30, 1951, and covered by such repudiated certificates would be contrary to Section 
$(e) of the Federal Alcohol Administration Act and Section 46(c) or 51(c) of Regulations No. 5 
thereunder, as the case may be. 

“It would be appreciated if you would convey this information to your Collectors with 
appropriate instructions to withhold the release of French brandy (other than Cognac or 
Armagnac not herein involved), irrespective of the date of Customs entry, in all cases where 
the certificates of age purport to attest ages in excess of 5 years. However, if the importer

PLANT-QUARANTINE IMPORT RESTRICTIONS—OF INDIA 
BUREAU OF ENTOMOLOGY AND PLANT QUARANTINE 


A revision of the plant quarantine import restrictions of India has been prepared for 
the information of nurserymen, plant quarantine officials, and others interested in the ex- 
portation of plants and plant products to that country. 

The circular was prepared by Richard Faxon, Division of Plant Quarantines, from the 
“Rules for Regulating the Import of Plants, etc., into British India,” Notification No. 
F’.320/35-A, July 20, 1936, corrected up to June 27, 1951, furnished by the American Em- 
bassy, New Delhi, India, in Despatch 765, dated October 3, 1951, and from other valid 
notifications. 

The information contained in this circular is believed to be correct and complete up 
to the time of its preparation, but it is not intended to be used independently of, nor as a 
substitute for the original, and it is not to be interpreted as legally authoritative —B. E. P.

PLANT-QUARANTINE IMPORT RESTRICTIONS—DOMINION OF CANADA 
; BUREAU OF ENTOMOLOGY AND PLANT QUARANTINE 


A revised summary of the plant-quarantine import restrictions of the Dominion of 
Canada has been prepared for the information of exporters of plants and plant products 
to that country and for plant quarantine officials. 

The circular was prepared by Richard Faxon, Division of Plant Quarantines, from The 
Destructive Insect and Pest Act and from regulations implementing the Act passed by 
Orders-in-Council P. C. 2057, April 26, 1949, as amended by P. C. 2805, June 9, 1950, and 
P. C. 3764, July 24, 1951, and other pertinent orders of the Department of Agriculture. It 
Was reviewed by Mr. W. N. Keenan, Chief, Plant Protection Division, Department of Agri- 
Culture, Ottawa.

Procedures outlined in the MSA release 
are of primary interest only to companies 
constructing or providing the supplies or 
the equipment for foreign facilities or 
projects in MSA claimant countries or 
areas. As defined by MSA, a “foreign fa- 
cility” may be “any foreign project, except 
for Canada, of substantial size having suf- 
ficient homogeneity to require the delivery 
of its components in accordance with con- 
struction or erection schedules and to re- 
quire the delivery of all the components for 
the creation of a functioning unit.” Special 
project will not have to be filed indi- 
vidually as in the past. It is to be noted 
that export license applications must con- 
tinue to be submitted to the Office of In- 
ternational Trade even if the MSA is the 
claimant agency. 

The MSA bulletin announces procedures 
to be followed by applicants to obtain 
priorities for such projects, information to 
be supplied on applications, and the criteria 
to be followed by the MSA in considering 
the applications submitted. 

Parenthetically, it may be noted that re- 
quests for priorities for export for other
